In response to the charge I 
Willam Jennings Bryan had been 
barred from Kentucky by the Dem- 
ocratic State Campaign Committee, 
Judge S. W. Hager, chairman of the 
committee, has made public the cor- 
respondence between himself and 
Mr. Bryan. The facts of the case 
are that the Kentucky Democrats 
did all in their power to induce Mi 
Hryan to speak here, and that hi 
was only released from his promisi 
after it was shown that the time he 
could give to Kentucky was 
suitable, and at the urgent request 
of the Ohio Democrats, who wanted 
Bryan to remain another day 
their State. The failure to 
range for Mr. Bryan's appearance 
at Louisville and at Covington was 
a big disappointment to Judge Ha- 
ger and all the Democrats in charge 
of the campaign. 

The invitation to Mr. Bryan to 
speak in Kentucky came voluntari 
ly from Judge Hager and his asso- 
ciates on the committee, and it was 
only alter repeated -rging that h« 
agreed to come at all. In reply t< 
the letter of invitation Mr. Bryan 
wrote: 

Sept. 16, 1903 —Mr. S. W. II age 
Louisville, Ky. My Dear Sir: Yot 
favor at baud. 1 am afraid that it 
will be impossible tor ine to com 
Louisville this tall, and yet I feel 
so interested in the success of Gov 
Beckham and the entire State tick 
et that I shall come if I fiod it pos 
sible to do so. Will correspond 
with you when I fiod that I c 
speak definitely. 

Very truly yours," 

W. J. Bryan. 

Late on the night of Oct. 13, 1903, 
Judge Hager heard again from M 
Bryan in the following telegram: 

Lincoln, Neb. Oct. 13, 1903.— 
Chairman Democratic State Com- 
mittee, Louisville, Ky. Can speak 
at Louisville next Monday at noon, 
Cjvington at 6 o'clock. Must leave 
Cincinnati for the East at 8 o'clock 
Monday evening. Answer imme- 
diately whether satisfactory. You 
can substitute other places, provid- 
ing leavirg time is sot changed. 

W. J. Bryan. 
Date Unsuitable. 

As it was impossible to properly 
prepare for a meeting at noon in 
Louisville, and as it would also be 
impossible for Mr. Bryan to reach 
Cov ington in time catch a train at 
clock for the East, Judge Hager 
sent the following reply to Mr.' 
Bryan: 

Louisville, Ky., Oct. 13, 1903.— 
Hod. W. J. Bryan, Lincoln, Neb.: 
Times don't suit for places named. 
Points suitable wouldn't permit you 
to leave Cincinnati at time desig- 
nated. Am writing. 

S. W. Hager, Chairman. 

In respoose-to the last telegram. 
Mr. Bryan wired again as follows 

Lincoln, Neb., Oct , 14, 1903.— S, 
W. Hager, Chairman, Louisville, 
Ky.: Please wire Mayor Johnson, 
Cleveland, releasing me for next 
Monday, so that Ohio meeting can 
be arranged for that day. Will 
come to Kentucky later, if possible 
and will send letter this week for 
publication. W.J.Bryan. 

"The whole affair," said Judge 
Hager, "is the result of partisan 
efforts to misconstrue the action of 
this committee. We were the ones 
who asked Mr. Bryan to come, and 
he was the one who asked that the 
engagement be canceled. How 
under the circumstances, anyone 
would have the temerity to say 
that we barred him from Kentucky 
is past my comprehension. "

WHEN JOHNSON WAS IN HOPKINSVILLE 39 YEARS »60.

A little more about Col. Johnson 
may not be out of place. 

He continued to be active until 
the end of the war. 

On one occasion Dr.W. L. Nourse, 
the well known Presbyterian min- 
ister of this city, who lived in 
Owensboro during the war, was in 
Louisville to intercede for some 
of his friends who were under 
arrest. While awaiting an audience 
in Col. Tom Fairleigh's office a 
courier came to Col. Fairleigh with 
a requisition from Gen. Stephen 
Burbridge for four men to be shot 
in retaliation tor the death ot one 

Col. Fairleigh used some vigorous 
language in refusing to send the 
men, say ing he was sick and tired 
of such business. Col. Johnson 
happened to be present and stepped 
forward and asked Col. Fairleigh 
to allow him to detail the men from 
a list he carried in his pocket, say- 
ing ' I have some fellows in prison 
in Hopkinsville who would be good 
men to have shot. " Dr. Nourse 
left without knowing the outcome, 
but as the men here were not de- 
tailed, the supposition is that Col. 
Fairleigh refused to make the de- 
tail. 

Johnson's Rough Fxperience After 
the War. 

After the war he was seen but 
little around Hopkinsville. Many 
people had scores to settle with 
him, and he bad trouble more than 
once. On one occasion a man trom 
the Kentucky Purchase made a 
trip on horseback to Russellville to 
cowhide him. At another time a 
man named Taylor met him on the 
str.etin Russellville, or Howling 
Green, and undertook to chastis.

The bod es of the two men were 
taken in an express wagon to the 
undertaking establiabmenl 
George O. Thompson and prepared 
for burial by A. W. Py| e . then a 
young apprentice in Thompson's 
store, but now a veteran furniture 
dealer and undertaker of Hopkins- 
ville. 

Capt. Brewer's body was put in 
a metallic casket in the gray uni- 
form stained with his blood, and 
the following day it was taken to 
the family burying ground near 
Brewer's Mill and laid to rest. 
Qen. Lyon Burns the Courthouse 

The same day thnre came a wild 
rumor that struck terror to the 
heart of Johnson. Gen. H. B. Lyon 
w as reported to be prepanug to 
march against Hopkinst ille, with 
a large force of Confederates. 
There was a geceral exodus from 
the city. Johnson evacuated in hot 
haste, going towards Clarksville 
and driving before him, on foot, 
like so many cattle, thirty or forty 
citizens, who were in prison on one 
pretext or another. These prison- 
ers were cruelly treated. At one 
place they were forced to wade a 
stream when their captors might 
have taken them across on their 
horses. 

Johnson himself did not go into 
Clarksville, but with most of hie 
command turned towards Klkton. 
Near Elkton they came across a 
confederate soldier who bad es- 
caped from a northern prison. He 
was pale, weak and worn out and 
supposing that he would be given a 
prisoner's treatment, he 
rendered, admitting that he was an 
escaped soldier. Col. Johnson 
started with him from Elkton to' 
Russellville and as the sick man 
complained that he could not walk 
and keep up with the cavalry, be 
was taken out to the roadside, near 
McCormack's spring, in Todd 
county, and shot to death The 
neighbors buried the poor fellow 
where he fell and his bones still 




and courageous under all circum- 
stances. He had made himself 

feared by the Union soldiers, and 
so long had he eluded all their ef- 
forts to capture him that he seemed 
to bear a charm lite. When Johu- 
son succeeded at last in capturing 
him he took no chances on his es- 
cape or rescue, but executed him 
with brutal haste. Tbeexact place 
of his capture was not far from 
Bennettstown, on the Christian 
side of the county line. This infor- 
mation comes from residents of tbe 
vicinity, who are familiar with the 
details as they occurred 39 years 
ago. He was pursued some dis- 
tance before he was finally cap- 
tured, after his horse had fallen 
with him in the attempt to escape.
